Basis of the opinion 

1 . Claims 1-24 relate to a very large number of possible means and methods. In fact, 
the claims contain so many "or" and "and/or" options that a lack of clarity and 
conciseness within the meaning of Article 6 PCT arises to such an extent, that the 
international search authority found it impossible to perform a search for the while 
scope of the claims. Consequently, only a search for the means and methods 
mentioned in the description at page 8, ie. the embodiments according to figures 3 
and 4, has been performed. 

In accordance with Rule 66.1(e) PCT, the examination will be limited to the 
searched subject-matter. Unsearched subject-matter will not be examined within 
this procedure. 

Re Item V 

Reasoned statement under Rule 66.2(a)(ii) with regard to novelty, inventive step or 
industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1 . Reference is made to the following documents: 

D1: EP-A-0 450 862 
D2: WO-A-98/28320 

2. Since the meaning of the present set of claims is unclear (cf. point VIII), a detailed 
reasoning concerning the novelty and inventive merit of the claimed subject- 
matter is currently not possible. However, interpreting the claims in the light of the 
description, the following remarks are made: 

2.1 Document D1 discloses an organic thin film element (eg. a TFT transistor, cf. 
column 10) comprising a substrate (1 1), a charge transfer layer (5) formed 
thereon, and an organic semiconductor thin film layer (12) deposited thereon. 

This device appears to comprise all the technical features of claims 1-8.

Furthermore, D1 also discloses the use of a carbon layer having a graphite 
structure as the charge transfer layer (cf. column 10, line 36), thereby anticipating 
the subject-matter of claim 10. 

Finally, the method of forming the device (cf. column 10, line 33-38) appears to 
comprise all the technical features of claims 13-20 and 22. 

2.2 Although the search report does not cite any document showing such a device, it 
is well known in the field to provide standard MOS transistors with silicided source 
and/or drain contacts by depositing a metal on the source/drain regions and 
subsequent heating, thereby forming a silicide layer as a reaction product 
between the source/drain material (silicon). The applicant's attention is drawn to 
the fact that this well-known process and the silicided MOSFET produced thereby 
falls within the subject-matter of claims 1, 10, 11, 12, 13, 22, 23, and 24. 

2.3 Document D2 (cf. page 21 , line 2-18) describes a process of assembling photonic 
components on a host substrate via an interlayer of complementary DNA 
molecules. 

This process and the resulting device appear to comprise all the technical features 
of claims 21 and 9, respectively. 

Re Item VIII 

Certain observations on the international application 

1 . Claims 1-24 relate to a very large number of possible means and methods. The 
claims contain so many options that a lack of clarity and conciseness within the 
meaning of Article 6 PCT arises. 

In particular, the claims contain many options of the type "Feature A or not A" (eg. 
"contacting or isolating", "organic or inorganic", "contact material or isolating 
material", "direct or indirect bond", "donor or acceptor"). The technical limitations 
implied by the combination of options remain unclear; the expressions could even 
be interpreted as imposing no technical limitations at all.
